Fields do not need to 
be certified or grown from certified 
serd, 

The minimum size of the field must 
be five acres, but the entire field ir- 
respective of acreage must be enter- 
ed, A five acre plot from: a larger 
“field cannot be entered. All that is 
required of a farmer is a statement of 
the size of fieid on certificate, state- 
ment of total bushels threshed on 
certificate, verification of . certificate 
by two disinterested. parties, sending 
of the certificate to the Farm Crops 
Department at Michigan State Col- 
Jege before August 28, 1935, and the 
sending of a peck sample of grain 
from the field to the © Agricultural 
Bldg. at the Michigan State Fair, 
August 30, 1935. 

_ In each one of three ‘different clas- 
ses there are twenty awards with the 
first premium being $15.00, second 
premium $12.00, and the third and 
fourth $10.00. It is hoped that some 
of the better fields of grain in this 
county be entered in the state con- 
test.

might be trained to stand in the king’s 


palace. 

il. Daniel’s Trials (vv. 5-7). 

1. Conscience tested (v. 5).. By the 
appointment of the king, a daily pro- 
vision was arranged of the king’s meat 
and wine for Daniel and. his compan- 
fons. This was contrary to the.custom 
among the godly Jews, Being. con- 


‘| trary to the Jewish customs they could 


‘Rot conscientiously partake of them, 

2, The change of name (vv. 6, 7). 
Among the Hebrews names were given 
to children which were most signiti- 
cant, Daniel means “God is my Judge.” 
The significance of this name is that 
all the problems of life were submit- 
ted to God for a decision. God was 
made the arbitrator of his life. His 
name was changed to Belteshazzar, 
which means “Bel's prince.” It meant, 
therefore, one whom the chief god of 
the Babylonians favors. Hananiah 
means “gift or beloved ef Jehovah.” 
His name was changed to Shadrach, 
which signified “illumined by the sun 
god, Rach.” Mishael means “who is as 
God?” His name was changed to 
Meshach, 
the goddess, Sheshach, the gentle 
Azariah means “Jehovah is our 


nelp.”" This was changed to Abed- 


Dego, which means “the servant of. 
Back of the change of names | 


Nego.” 
was the attempt of Satan to wipe out 
the name of the true God. 

‘HL, Daniels Courtesy (vv, 8-13). 

Daniel seems to have been the 
spokesman. for the company. Although 
his heart was—fxed, he did not forget 
to be a gentleman. He requested to 
be excused from this meat. and drink 
in order that he be net defiled, We. 
should learn from this that in times 
even of great trials we should be 
courteous. When Daniel asked that a 
test be made as to the effect of the 
food upon the countenance of himself 
and companions,. gracious considera- 
tion was given to them. 

1V, Daniel’s Triumph (vv. 1421),

A test was made for ten days, and it 
was-shown that Daniel and his com- 
panions were fairer in countenance 
and fatter in flesh than those who in- 
dulged in the eating of the king's 
meat.
